As an example
George von L. Meyer, while secretary
of the navy, abolished the bureau of

took over its work.

Radium in Agriculture

T. Thorne Butler recently gave an
interesting lecture before the British
Roval . Society Of Arts on electricity

; radium in agriculture. He said
that great deal of experimental
work was going onnow .with
active material, which gave in some
cases such- remarkable results that
radium must be taken into serious
consideration, from, an agricultural
point of view. The residues resulting
from radium extraction, which con-
tained only a milligram or two of
radium to the ton, and were at pre-
sent regarded of ueglible value,
were sufficiently active to produce
marked effects on germination and
greatly to increase the size of the
plants and crops. In some ases an
increase of 200 and 400 per centyliad
been obtained. The stimulating ef-
